Whereas at the request of the United States War Refugee 
Board and the World Jewish Congress, Raoul Wallenberg 
went to Budapest in 1944 to organize rescue operations and 
save Hungarian Jews from being massacred in Nazi death 
camps; 

Whereas Raoul Wallenberg used “protective passports” passes 
to save Hungarian Jews targeted for extermination in death 
camps in Eastern Europe from being executed; 
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
